Frohlbltloa Prohibits. 

We commend to our readers 
the following letter from Gover- 
nor Larrdbee, of Iowa, to Chap- 
lain McCabe : 

Iowa Exicutivr Opficb, 
BksUoiris, Feb. 26, 1889. 

UbarSir: Your communica- 
tion of recent date is at baud and 
noted. In reply, I desire to say 
that the prohibitory Jaw in Iowa 
baa much mora than answered 
the best expectations of its for- 
mer moat hopeful advocates. As 
regards the assertion tbst prohi- 
bition baa driven people out of 
the state, £ think not a person 
has left the state on account of 
prohibition whoa, it is desirable 
to have return. Many of those 
engaged in the ealoon and liquor 
basinesB, and such persotm as are 
usually attracted by these inter- 
ests, have left, and the state is 
largely the gainer thereby. The 
cheap lands of the states and 
territories west of no have in- 
duced a great many enterprising 
and valuable citizens to emigrate, 
independent ot any iuiiueuce of 
prohibition. There has been a 
teady growth in our nopulation, 
and the ceosas of 1890 will prob 
ably show in Iowa at lesst 2,000,- 
000 inhabitants. The vote at the 
last election shows an increase of 
6^,829 votes over the presidential 
election of 1884 — a larger in- 
crease than the election of 1884 
showed over that of 1880. 

As to depreciation of value of 
real estate occasioned by prohi- 
bitioo, it is the sheerest nonsense. 
Values have, I believe, been sus- 
tained in Iowa as well as in ad- 
joining states where prohibition 
is not the rule. The eame causes 
that have affected values else- 
where have undoubtedly had 
their effect here. Crops grow, 
herds multiply, and the markets 
of the world continue open to us 
the same aa before; and why 
should business antter. Money 
is DOW spent tor the necessaries 
ot life, and for legitimate uses, 
instead of being spent at the aa- 
loou. 

The banking business of a state 
is perhaps as lair a barometer of 
business as can be found. The 
number of banks in the state has 
increased from 180 in I8S3 to 
224 in 1888; deposite have in- 
creased from 127,231,719.74 to 
t89,985,S62 98 in 1888. 

I think more than bait of the 
jails of the state are entirely 
ei&pty at the present time. There 
are ninety -eight lees convicta in 
our penitantianes than there 
were three fears ago, notwith- 
standing the growth of our pop- 
ulation. Expenses in criminal 
oonrts have decreased very large- 
ly dnrlog the last few years. I 
send yon w^th this a copy of a 
collection ot letters from the dis- 
trict jndgee of onr state, which 
will show you that the testimony 
is overwhelmingly in favor ot the 


law. More reaent statements 
frsm them would no doubt show 
still mare favorable results. 

Trampaara very B«aroe in Iowa. 
There are evidaotly very few at- 
tractions lor them here. Prob- 
*h[y more than 8,000 of their 
recruting stations have been 
closed in Iowa during the last 
five years. The wives and moth- 
ers of the state, and especially 
those of small means, are almost 
unanimously in favor of the law. 
The families of laboring men tiow 
receive the benefit of the earning* 
that formerly went to the saloons. 
There is no qoeatiou in my mind 
but what the law is doing good 
work for our people. 

My vtewB, heretofore advanced 
in favor of tht> law, are strength* 
ened and confirmed by added ex- 
perience. Onr people are more 
determined than ever to make no 
compromise with the saloon. 
The law has more friends in the 
state than it ever had before, and 
I am satisfied that uo state u»n 
show results more jr rati lying. In
